Resolved  hy  the  Board  of  Public  Vi/orks  of  the  City  of  Port  V7ayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and  extend 
Kenwood  Avenue  from  the  east  line  of  Anthony  Boulevard  to  the  west 
line  of  Oak  Grove  Avenue;  also  for  the  vacation  of  that  portion  of 
Oak  Grove  Avenue  from  the  east  line  of  Anthony  Boulevard  to  the  south 
line  of  Kenv/ood  Avenue.

The  opening  and  extending  of  Kenwood  Avenue  as  above  described 
to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  portions 
of  Lot  Numbers  3 and  4 in  St.  Joseph  Park  Addition,  Hanna's  Plat  "G" 
described  as  follows:  Commencing  on  the  east  line  of  Anthony  Boulevard 

one  hundred  and  eighteen  and  one  half  (118.5)  feet  north  of  the  north 
of  the  alley  north  of  Curdes  Avenue;  thence  north  on  the  east 
of  Anthony  Boulevard  a distance  of  fifty  (50)  feet;  thence  east 
line  parallel  ?/ith  the  north  line  of  the  alley  north  of  Curdes 
Avenue  to  the  v^est  line  of  Oak  Grove  Avenue;  thence  southwest  along 
the  west  line  of  Oak  Grove  Avenue  sixty-five  and  one  half  (65.5)  fe^t;
